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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The newly proposed limitation in the claims the the firstand second positioning arrangement prevent "reversed 
mounting" of the entire bristle housing presents a new issue that would require further consideration. Examiner notes that the "entire 
bristle housing" of the present invention includes cover plate (3) and supporting plate (4). Even if the proposed amendment was entered, 
it would not overcome the teachings of Dierker, as in Dierker, it is impossible to mount the housing (comprised of guide plate 8 and ring 
15) in a reversed manner, as ring 15 wold not fit in the recess where guide plate is intended to be placed. In Dierker, guide plate (8) and 
ring (15) are analogous to the cover plate (3) and suporting plate (4), respectively. The body (7), of Dierker, is analogous to the un- 
numbered ring portion of the present invention that holds the brush seal brsitles in the housing. 
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
